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Baby with two heads born

Aruba played crucial role in 
Kingdom Conference 


ANAJAS, Brazil - A 
baby boy with two per¬ 
fectly formed heads was 
bom in Brazil this week, 
the country's media re¬ 
ported. 

The 4.6-kilogram 
10.1-pound baby was de¬ 
livered by emergency C- 
section early Monday in 
Anajas, in the northeast¬ 
ern Para State. 

The baby's 23-year- 
old Brazilian mother was 
admitted to the Hospital 
Municipal de Anajas in 
severe pain. 

She did not have any 
ultrasound exams during 
her pregnancy and was 
made aware of the baby's con¬ 
dition only a few moments be¬ 
fore the birth. 


Last week an Amban delega¬ 
tion participated in the Dutch 
Kingdom Conference held in 
The Hague, the Netherlands. 
Aruba resulted in playing a 
cmcial role in this important 
Conference.

The Curacao delegation 
and that of the Netherlands 
stood at direct opposing 
views of each other. The 
Prime Minister of Curacao 
was not interested in talking 
about cooperation unless they 
first discussed the limitation 
of guarantees that the Statutes 
provides her countries. 

However, Dutch Minister 
Piet Hein Donnor of Dutch 
and Internal Affairs stood 
firm:... “the Statutes are not 
under discussion, and Cura¬ 
cao is also obligated to com¬ 
ply with agreements it 
made.” 

According to observers, 
after much exchange of 
words, Curacao was heralded 
the cardinal question...what 
exactly does Curacao want? 
Does Curacao want inde¬ 
pendence or to work together 
in a constmctive manner giv¬ 
ing substance to a productive 
relationship within the Dutch 
Kingdom? 

The Prime Minister of Sint 
Maarten, Sarah Wescot- 
Williams like Piet Hein Don-

ner stand behind Amba’s vi¬ 
sion to create a strategic part¬ 
nership within the Dutch 
Kingdom. Aruba’s Prime 
Minister emphasized that 
they should not focus on 
what makes the islands dif¬ 
ferent, but to focus on what 
unites them. That we should 
not focus on so called 
polemic issues but rather on 
the possibilities that the 
Statutes offer for a successful 
cooperation on economic, 
commercial, cultural and so¬ 
cial matters. 

Eman appealed to every¬ 
one present to.“In the in¬ 

terest of our communities to 
look at the added value that 
the Dutch Kingdom has.” 
Eman’s observations were re¬ 
sponsible for a change of 
heart of the delegations. 
Eventually the Curacao dele¬ 


gation also supported the vi¬ 
sion of Aruba. This resulted 
in a successful closure of the 
first Dutch Kingdom Confer¬ 
ence. 

The governments of Hol¬ 
land, Aruba, Curacao and St. 
Maarten signed a declaration 
in which they recognize the 
interest and added value of 
the Dutch Kingdom, and in 
which they pledge coopera¬ 
tion in favor of prosperity and 
benefits for their respective 
communities; in which they 
promise to ensure active 
compliance and to give sub¬ 
stance to a progresive coop¬ 
eration. They decided to form 
a special work group to out¬ 
line which are the specific 
areas and posibilities where 
they can coroborate and work 
on.

val of Lights, Hannukah. 

Hannukah is a convivial 
holiday lasting 8 days in com¬ 
memoration of the miracle of 
the relighting of the lamps in 


The first candle is lit 

ancient times in the temple in 
Jerusalem. It is an adventure¬ 
some tale to tell young Jewish 
children, of the fierce Mac¬ 
cabees defending the faith and 
recapturing the temple from 
the Syrian-Greeks in 165 
B.C.E 

In Hebrew, Hannukah 
means “dedication,” for the re¬ 
dedication of the temple. In 
168 B.C.E. the Jewish Temple 
was seized by Syrian-Greek 
soldiers and dedicated to the 
worship of the god Zeus. This 
upset the Jewish people, but 
many were afraid to fight back 
for fear of reprisals. Then in 
167 B.C.E. the Syrian-Greek 
emperor Antiochus made the 
observance of Judaism an of¬ 
fense punishable by death. He 
also ordered all Jews to wor¬ 
ship Greek gods. 

Jewish resistance began in 
the village of Modiin, near 
Jerusalem. Greek soldiers 
forcibly gathered the Jewish 
villages and told them to bow 
down to an idol, and then eat 
the flesh of a pig - both prac¬ 
tices that are forbidden by their 
faith. A Greek officer ordered 
Mattathias, a High Priest, to 
acquiesce to their demands, 
but Mattathias refused. When 
another villager stepped for¬ 
ward and offered to cooperate 
on Mattathias' behalf, the High 
Priest became outraged.

nized and grossly under re¬ 
ported around the Globe, 
according to the studies under¬ 
taken by many INPEA mem¬ 
bers from numerous countries. 

Established in 1997, 
INPEA has lead the way in 
raising awareness and urging 
NGO’s, grassroots organiza¬ 
tions and governments to ac¬ 
tion. Today, INPEA, together 
with the Global Coalition on 
the Rights of Older Persons is 
working towards a new U.N. 
Convention on the Rights of 
Older Persons.

Presently, almost 7 years 
after INPEA launched the 
first WEAAD, Argentina, a 
country with a long and deep 
history of concern regarding 
older persons rights, has pro¬ 
moted the UN resolution to 
institute WEAAD as an inter¬ 
national day of observance 
Indeed, in 1948, it was Ar¬ 
gentina, under the leadership 
of Eva Peron, which had 
called for the first U.N. Dec¬ 
laration on the Rights of 
Older Persons. Argentina, to¬ 
gether with Brazil, Chile, and 
many other Latin and South 
American countries, are 
working toward a regional 
convention. 

The African Commission 
on Human and People’s 


Rights is poised to establish a 
Protocol on Older Persons. 
Yet, without a Universal In¬ 
strument, older persons rights 
will continue to be subject to 
the whim of nations, as much 
“soft law” abounds, but little 
enforceable “hard laws” 
exist.

He drew his sword and killed 
the villager, then turned on the 
Greek officer and killed him 
too. His five sons and the other 
villagers then attacked the re¬ 
maining soldiers, killing all of 
them. 

Mattathias and his family 
went into hiding in the moun¬ 
tains, where other Jews wish¬ 
ing to fight against the Greeks 
joined them. Eventually they 
succeeded in retaking their 
land from the Greeks. These 
rebels became known as the 
Maccabees, or Hasmoneans. 

Once the Maccabees had re¬ 
gained control they returned to 
the Temple in Jerusalem. By 
this time, it had been spiritually 
defiled by being used for the 
worship of foreign gods and 
also by practices such as sacri¬ 
ficing swine. Jewish troops 
were determined to purify the 
Temple by burning ritual oil in 
the Temple’s menorah for eight 
days; to their dismay, they dis¬ 
covered that there was only one 
day’s worth of oil left in the 
Temple. They lit the menorah 
anyway, and to their surprise 
the small amount of oil lasted 
the full eight days. 

This is the miracle of the 
Hanukkah oil that is celebrated 
every year when Jews light a 
special menorah known as a 
hanukkiyah. One candle is lit 
on the first night of Hanukkah, 
two on the second, and so on, 
until eight candles have been lit. 

Rabbi Dr. Mario Gurevich 
led the congregation in joyous 
songs as neighbors and fami¬ 
lies lit 20 hanukkiyahs set up 
for the first night, and the large 
one outside the temple. After¬ 
wards, they shared traditional 
treats of potato kugel and suf- 
ganiot, Geliy donuts.) 

The temple will conduct a 
community candle lighting 
service each night of Han- 
nukah until the finish on Tues¬ 
day, December 27, at 7:00 PM 
and vacationers are welcome 
to join them.

30th anniversary

An impromptu gathering of 
press and staff members of 
NAM A celebrated the 30th an¬ 
niversary of the founding of 
the museum on December 20, 
1981. Head Administrator Ar- 
minda Ruiz and Marguerita 
Wever of the Educational De¬ 
partment welcomed visitors 
and press to the Rosenberg 
House in the complex to un¬ 
veil a new page added to their 
website in English: www.na- 
maruba.org in honor of the 
occasion. The addition pro¬ 
vides a timeline of the formal¬ 
ized study of archeology on 
Aruba, and the many steps 


along the way that 
led to the unique fa¬ 
cility which offi¬ 
cially opened in 
2009. 

It is a Dutch 
Catholic priest, Fa¬ 
ther Antonious 
Joannes van 

Koolijk, who is 
considered the 
founder of archeo¬ 
logical studies both 
here in Aruba and 
Curacao. Stationed 
to the islands in 
1880, he was “an 
enthusiastic field 
worker and keen 
observer,” with par¬ 
ticular interest in 
the history and cul¬ 
ture of the local 
Amerindians. He 
sent a number of ar¬ 
tifacts to the Na¬ 
tional Museum of Antiquities 
in Leiden during his tenure, 5 
of which can be seen now at 
MANA. 

When Dutch archeologist 
Egbert Boearstra came to the 
Dutch Caribbean to explore 
and excavate, he settled in 
Aruba, declaring it “the most 
archeologically rich island of 
all.” Under the auspices of the 
Minister of Culture at the that 
time, he crafted the first organ¬ 
ized collection of local Pre- 
Ceramic artifacts which 
opened at Zoutmanstraat #1, 
one of the first such museums 


to be established in the 
Caribbean, 30 years ago yes¬ 
terday, to the day. 

In 1988, talented graphic 
artist Evelino Fingal, the de¬ 
signer of Aruba’s money, lead 
a new generation enthusiastic 
about unearthing and sharing 
Aruba’s ancient heritage; it 
was he who originally concep¬ 
tualized and proposed the ac¬ 
quisition of the Ecury 
Complex in Oranjestad to 
house a national Archeological 
Museum. His vision was real¬ 
ized with assistance from the 
European Union. 

For an interterm period, the 
museum was located within 
the confines of the Instituto di 
Cultura, while the plans and 
details of this final facility 
were processed. Since offi¬ 
cially opening in July of 2009, 
the museum has attracted over 
20,000 visitors and this attrac¬ 
tive location has been the site 
of a number of community 
events, particularly aimed at 
stimulating island youth to 
take an interest in their cultural 
and historic heritage. 

A new exhibit is in the 
making, as well as two publi¬ 
cations coming out within the 
year, and several more events 
for youngsters. Arminda Ruiz 
pointed out that excavating the 
foundation of a new annex to 
the Government House re¬ 
vealed several artifacts from 
colonial times, which the mu¬ 
seum is now evaluating. 


“These materials are iron, and 
are really not within the time¬ 
line to which are museum is 
dedicated, but their discovery 
has presented us with some 
very interesting new chal¬ 
lenges. Ultimately, they may 
end up at the Historical Mu¬ 
seum within Fort Zoutman, or 
ideally, in my opinion, would 
make a wonderful way to greet 


visitors to the new annex, with 
a display of these important ar¬ 
tifacts found at the site.” 

Visitors are welcome to the 
Aruba National Archeological 
Museum Tuesday through Fri¬ 
day from 10:00 AM to 5:00 PM 
and Saturdays and Sundays 
from 10:00 AM to 2:00 PM.

US warns of new international 
pressure on Syria 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Wednesday 
warned of new international 
measures to halt Syria's bloody 
crackdown on protests after re¬ 
ports that more than 200 peo¬ 
ple had been "massacred" in 
two days. 

The White House said if 
Damascus did not fully imple¬ 
ment an Arab League plan to 
contain the violence, "the in¬ 
ternational community will 
take additional steps to pres¬ 
sure the Assad regime to stop 
its crackdown." 

The Arab peace plan, en¬ 
dorsed by Syria on November 
2, calls for a halt to violence, 


the withdrawal of security 
forces from urban areas, the re¬ 
lease of detainees, and the 
entry of 500 Arab monitors. 

But the opposition Syrian 
National Council said Wednes¬ 
day that forces loyal to Assad 
had "massacred" more than 
200 people in two days. 

The White House said in its 
statement that Assad's regime 
had "flagrantly violated their 
commitment to end violence 
and withdraw security forces 
from residential areas. 

"The United States is 
deeply disturbed by credible 
reports that the Assad regime 
continues to indiscriminately 
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kill scores of civilians and 
army defectors, while destroy¬ 
ing homes and shops and ar¬ 
resting protesters without due 
process," it said. 

The White House went on 
to call for the "immediate and 
full implementation of the 
Arab League agreement" and 
urged Syria's remaining allies 
to urge Damascus to comply 
with it. 

"Bashar al-Assad should 
have no doubt that the world is 
watching, and neither the inter¬ 
national community nor the 
Syrian people accept his legit¬ 
imacy," it said. 

The United Nations esti¬ 
mates that more than 5,000 
people, mainly opposition pro¬ 
testers, have been killed since 
mid-March, when Syrians 
began taking to the streets to 
demand the end of the Assad 
family's 40-year reign. 

The protests were inspired 
by uprisings across the region 
that have led to the overthrow 
of long-ruling dictators in 
Tunisia, Egypt and Libya. 


Rio police seize $1.6 mn 
in gambling funds 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Rio police seized $1.6 million 
Tuesday from a samba school 
leader suspected of running an 
illegal lottery, hauling away a 
stash of 50- and 100-reais bills 
in a shopping cart. 

Police said the money — 
three million reais — belonged 
to Helinho de Oliveira, the 
head of the Uniao da Ilha 
samba school, one of twelve 
that participate in the annual 
Rio de Janeiro Carnival. 

Golden replicas of weapons 
and jewelry were also seized in 
the raid on a luxurious house in 
the western borough of Barra 
da Tijuca. 

Police pushed a shopping 
cart filled to the brim with 
bank bills that they found 


stashed behind the refrigerator, 
under the roof and in the bath¬ 
rooms of a house belonging to 
Oliveira's uncle. Money was 
even found in nearby sewers. 

Oliveira, who is suspected 
of running an illegal lottery, is 
at large but five other people 
were arrested in the operation. 

Another alleged gaming 
boss, Aniz Abraao David, who 
funds the prestigious Beija 
Flor samba school, is also 
sought by police. He is be¬ 
lieved to have ties to the Jogo 
do Bicho ("animal game") ille¬ 
gal gambling game. 

Police have already arrested 
44 people in a crackdown on 
illegal gambling code-named 
"Dedo de Deus" ("God’s Fin- 
ger.")

US official says bird flu limits not 'censorship'

bird flu virus that could for the first time be spread among 
mammals. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Leading US health official An¬ 
thony Fauci on Wednesday re¬ 
jected claims that the United 
States is censoring science by 
seeking to limit potentially 
dangerous bird flu information 
in major journals. 

The controversy arose when 
two separate research teams — 
one in the Netherlands and the 
other in the United States — 


separately found ways to alter 
the H5N1 avian influenza so it 
could pass easily between 
mammals. 

Until now, bird flu has been 
rare in humans, but particu¬ 
larly fatal in those who do get 
sick. H5N1 first infected hu¬ 
mans in 1997 and has killed 
more than one in every two 
people that it infected, for a 
total of 350 deaths. 


Based on fears that a deadly 
global pandemic could result if 
the mutant flu escaped a lab or 
if a terror group were to find 
out how to make it, a US advi¬ 
sory panel on Tuesday urged 
scientific journals to hold back 
key details. 

The data "clearly has public 
health benefit but it has the po¬ 
tential to be used in nefarious 
ways by some people," said 
Fauci, who heads the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infec¬ 
tious Diseases. 

The National Science Advi¬ 
sory Board for Biosecurity 
(NSABB), made up of 23 non¬ 
governmental experts, voted 
unanimously that studies 
should be published in the 
journals Science and Nature, 
but with limited information. 

Fauci said that any "legiti¬ 
mate" researchers would be 
able to seek the full details for 
their own study. 

"If their credentials are ap¬ 
propriate they will have access 
to that information. So it’s not 
like classified information," he

"It's only for those people 
who have a need to know and 
have a legitimate purpose for 
it, as opposed to just throwing 
it out there so that anybody 
can do whatever they want," 
he added. 

"It's absolutely not censor¬ 
ship because if you are a sci¬ 
entist and you have the need to 
know... you will definitely get 
that information." 

The two research teams 
were funded by grants from 
the National Institutes of 
Health, and are in the process 
of working out changes to 
their manuscripts with the 
journals Nature and Science. 

Fauci also said that fears of 
what the mutant virus might 
do have been overblown. For 
instance, just because it could 
be passed easily between fer¬ 
rets does not necessarily mean 
it could be as easily transmit¬ 
ted between humans. 

"There is a little bit of an 
overreaction," he said, calling 
reports of a "monster virus" a 
"bit dramatic." 

The real concern is that 
H5N1 might mutate in nature 
and become an influenza that 
humans could catch and trans¬ 


mit easily, so knowing what 
those flu features might look 
like is an important research 
and surveillance tool, he said. 

"We could give that infor¬ 
mation to the people who are 
out of the field doing the sur¬ 
veillance, the health officials 
in Vietnam, Indonesia or 
China... so they will have a 
better chance of recognizing as 
the virus starts to evolve," he 
said. 

"So the scientific question is 
very legitimate." 

Fauci said the NSABB's re¬ 
quest for redaction was the 
first time the advisory commit¬ 
tee had made such an appeal, 
and acknowledged that it was 
not popular in all corners of 
the science world. 

"There are many scientists 
who don't agree with the com¬ 
mittee. So we need to re-look 
at what the rational for that de¬ 
cision was, so we can all get 
together in an open and a 
transparent way, come up with 
some more concrete guide¬ 
lines of what needs to be 
looked in these cases," he said. 

"That is going to trigger 
some interesting dialogue, I 
believe."

Deafness shaped 
Beethoven's music 


They grouped these works 
into four ages, ranging from 
early (1798-1800) to late 
(1824-26). 

The experts looked at the 
first violin part in the first 
movement of each quartet, 
counting the number of notes 
above G6, which corresponds 
to 1,568 Hertz. 

Use of higher notes de¬ 
creased as the deafness pro¬ 
gressed, they found. 

To compensate, Beethoven 
used more middle- and low- 
frequency notes, which he 
could hear better when music 
was performed. 

But in the late quartets — 
written by the time he was to¬ 
tally deaf — the higher notes 
returned. 

"When he came to rely 
completely on his inner ear, he 
was no longer compelled to 
produce music he could actu¬ 
ally hear when performed, and 
slowly returned to his inner 
musical world and early com¬ 
posing experiences," says the 
paper. 

The study is authored by 
Edoardo Saccenti, Age Smilde 
and Wim Saris of the Nether¬ 
lands Metabolomics Centre in 
Leiden.

PARIS (AFP) - Progressive 
deafness profoundly influ¬ 
enced Beethoven’s composi¬ 
tions, prompting him to choose 
lower-frequency notes as his 
condition worsened, scientists 
said. 

Beethoven first mentioned 
his hearing loss in 1801 at the 
age of 30, complaining that he 
was having problems hearing 
the high notes of instruments 
and voices. 

By 1812, people had to 
shout to make themselves un¬ 
derstood and in 1818, he 
started to communicate 
through notebooks. In his last 
few years before his death in 
1827, his deafness was appar¬ 
ently total. 

Writing in the latest issue of 
the British Medical Journal 
(BMJ), a trio of scientists in 
the Netherlands dissected 
Beethoven’s string quartets. 


Dutch unveil latest plan in war 
against the sea: a sandbar 


KIJKDUIN (AFP) - In its age- 
old war to keep back the sea, 
low-lying Netherlands has 
dumped sand onto a surface 
larger than 200 football fields 
just off the coast — and will 
wait for nature to do the rest. 

The wind, waves and ocean 
currents are the next "engi¬ 
neers" in this innovative proj¬ 
ect that will see the transferred 
sand — all 20 million cubic 
metres (700 million cubic 
feet) of it — driven landward 
to form a natural barrier 
against the North Sea's relent¬ 
less onslaught. 

"It's already working!" said 
an excited project coordinator 
Nico Bootsma as he stood 
seven metres (22 feet) above 
sea level at the hook-shaped 
peninsula's highest point. It's 
here, at the sandbar's northern 
edge, where waves are at their 
highest. 

The elements have started 
moving the tip of the bar, 
which already almost touches 
land at low tide. 

Over a period of 15 to 20 
years, the sand will wash to¬ 
wards the coast, reinforcing 
beaches and existing sand 
dunes that help protect the 
Netherlands, more than a 
quarter of which lies below 
sea level. 

"Under natural circum¬ 
stances, the Dutch coast 
would erode away slowly," 
explained Leo Linnartz, an 
ecology expert who advised 
the project's developers on be¬ 
half of the World Wide Fund 
for Nature (WWF). Without 
reinforcing fragile shores, 
floods would eventually be in¬ 
evitable, he said.

of hydro-engineering, notably 
in constructing dams, dikes 
and bridges. 

Around 17,500 kilometres 
(10,600 miles) of embankment 
have already been built along 
its coast and rivers. 

The new project was con¬ 
ceived by a group of experts 
commissioned by the Dutch 
government to help solve the 
country's ongoing headache. 

It used dredgers to suck up 
ocean-floor sand 10 kilome¬ 
tres off the coast then dump it 
closer to land. Some of the 
huge machines were able to 
carry as much as 10,000 cubic 
metres of sand at one time. 

If the experiment works, 
the sandbar project, situated 
between the seaside suburbs of 
Kijkduin and Ter Heijde near 
The Hague, will be replicated 
elsewhere in the country. 

— Work together with nature 

The system could even be "ex¬ 
ported", as many foreign dele¬ 
gations visiting the site have 
expressed interest in this new, 
simple solution. 

"We used to do it (strength¬ 
ening the coast) in such a way 
that we used a lot of stones and 
concrete and things like that," 
said Linnartz. 

"But nowadays we prefer to 
work together with nature, to 
cooperate with natural forces." 

The idea of strengthening 
the coastline with sand is not 


ing it off the coast and allow¬ 
ing nature to take its course is 
not only a fresh approach to 
the problem but less harmful 
to the environment than sim¬ 
ply dumping more sand on the 
dunes, he said. 

Yet every time sand is 
moved in great quantities, 
ecosystems are disturbed, 
whether in the sea or on 
beaches and dunes, he noted. 

While traditional shoring 
up happens around every five 
years, the new plan based on 
the sand's natural movement 
will last 15 to 20 years, allow¬ 
ing nature to recover in the 
long run. 

According to Linnartz, the 
fact the sandbar was built up 
over a "limited" area — about 
200 hectares (500 acres) — as 
opposed to dozens of kilome¬ 
tres of direct enforcement 
along the dunes was also more 
cost-effective. 

"The sandbar has the shape 
of a hook because it is the 
most natural form," added 
Bootsma, saying the choice of 
a peninsula, rather than an is¬ 
land, was made to give the 
public easy access for daily 
use by strollers, wind surfers 
and surfers alike. 

But it is not only human 
visitors who will benefit from 
the newly-created marine 
playground. Nearby a flock of 
birds frolicked peacefully 
around a small artificially cre¬ 
ated interior lake.

EU chiefs wasted year not tackling 
crisis: IMF 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
IMF's chief economist said 
Wednesday that dithering EU 
policy makers had wasted a 
year and allowed their crisis to 
deteriorate, leaving Europe 
more exposed to "schizo¬ 
phrenic" investors. 

Olivier Blanchard described 
2011 as a year of missed op¬ 
portunities to reverse the eco¬ 
nomic crisis in Europe. 

The keys to resolving the 
crisis remain the same, he said: 
extra funds available for gov¬ 
ernments under stress and real 
implementation of coherent 
and cohesive solutions. 

"We started 2011 in recov¬ 
ery mode, admittedly weak 


and unbalanced, but neverthe¬ 
less there was hope," Blan¬ 
chard, director of the 
International Monetary Fund's 
research department, said in a 
year-end review. 

"Yet, as the year draws to a 
close, the recovery in many ad¬ 
vanced economies is at a 
standstill, with some investors 
even exploring the implica¬ 
tions of a potential breakup of 
the eurozone, and the real pos¬ 
sibility that conditions may be 
worse than we saw in 2008." 

Blanchard said the indeci¬ 
sions and incomplete measures 
that come out of summits of 
leaders are making things 
worse, revealing to investors 


the limits of policy. 

There was also some criti¬ 
cism for financial institutions, 
who Blanchard said schizo¬ 
phrenic about fiscal consolida¬ 
tion and growth," urging 
countries to both grow and cut 
spending. 

Investors support countries 
on the first news of govern¬ 
ments cutting their spending, 
but then sell when government 
policy results in lower growth. 

Blanchard said many EU 
countries were caught in de¬ 
structive interlinked loops of 
expectations — forced to take 
action to impress creditors that 
make the situation worse and 
scare creditors away.

‘27 Club' of dead rockers is a myth, 
says study 


PARIS (AFP) - Fame boosts 
the risk of early death for 
rock stars but the claim that 
the peril is greatest at the age 
of 27 is false, according to a 
study published by the 
British Medical Journal 
(BMJ). 

The theory of the "27 
Club" spread earlier this year 
when Amy Winehouse joined 
Jim Morrison, Kurt Cobain 
and Brian Jones and other 
musicians who succumbed to 
the rock'n'roll lifestyle while 
in their 27th year. 

Health statisticians led by 
Adrian Barnett of the 
Queensland University of 
Technology in Australia put 
the "27 Club" hypothesis to 
the test. 

They compiled a data base 
of 1,046 musicians — solo 
artists and band members — 
who had a No. 1 album in the 
British charts between 1956 
and 2007, a net that included 
balladeers, pop singers, R&B 
and heavy metal. 

The first No. 1 was Frank 
Sinatra's Songs for Swinging 
Lovers! on July 28 1956, and 
the last was Leona Lewis' 
Spirit on November 18 2007. 


During the period under 
study, 71 of the musicians 
died, equivalent to seven per¬ 
cent of the sample. 

But there was no peak at 
all in deaths at the age of 27. 

On the other hand, musi¬ 
cians in their 20s and 30s 
were two to three times like¬ 
lier to die prematurely than 
the general British popula¬ 
tion. 

"The 27 Club is unlikely to 
be a real phenomenon," says 
the paper. 

"Fame may increase the risk 
of death among musicians, but 
this risk is not limited to age 
27." 

Historically, the big risk 
period for rock'n'roll fame 
appears to be the 1970s and 
early 80s, the researchers say. 

After that, the number of 
deaths among the chart-top¬ 
pers fell sharply. Indeed, 
there was a period in the late 
eighties when there were no 
mortalities at all. 

Why this is so is unclear — 
it could be that treatment for 
drug overdoses and addiction 
improved, and thus saved 
musicians in danger. 

The "27 Club" gained cur¬ 


rency with Winehouse's death 
in July, prompting the expla¬ 
nation that musicians often 
become famous in their early 
twenties, and their risk-taking 
peaks four to five years later. 

A more insidious argument 
was that musicians craving 
immortality subconsciously 
became bigger risk-takers, or 
even committed suicide, in 
order to join rock's dead elite. 

Faithful to the principles of 
scientific rigour, the authors 
of the study acknowledge 
that the data trawl has some 
flaws. 

Three of the "27 Club" 
(Jimi Hendrix, Janis Joplin 
and Jim Morrison) did not 
have a No. 1 album in Britain 
and were thus excluded. 

Kermit the Frog also had a 
No. 1 at this time with the 
Muppets. 

The bulgy-eyed amphibian 
and his chums are not known 
for substance abuse or play¬ 
ing with guns. 

So in an act of statistical 
fairness, the study included 
the mortality rate among the 
actors who played their parts.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
mascara ad featuring Taylor 
Swift has been pulled from US 
magazines following a com¬ 
plaint that it had been digitally 
altered to enhance the looks of 
the chart-topping country 
music star. 

The National Advertising 
Division (NAD) of the Council 
of Better Business Bureaus 
Claims said Proctor and Gam¬ 
ble, maker of CoverGirl cos¬ 
metics, "discontinued the 
advertisement in question" 
after it challenged its claims. 

"The advertising at issue 
featured a celebrity looking up 
to highlight her long eye¬ 
lashes," it said in a statement, 
referring to Swift, 22, a clean¬ 
living role model for many 
young American women. 

"Beneath was the dis¬ 
claimer, ’lashes enhanced in 
post-production,’" it added. 

The division, a self-regula¬ 
tory forum for the ad industry, 
had questioned CoverGirl’s 
claim that its NatureLuxe 
Mousse Mascara doubled the 
volume of bare lashes and that 
it was 20 percent lighter than 



"the most expensive mascara." 

"Upon receipt of NAD's ini¬ 
tial inquiry, the advertiser ad¬ 
vised NAD it had permanently 
discontinued all of the chal¬ 
lenged claims and the photo¬ 
graph in the advertisement," it 
said. 

There was no immediate 
comment from Proctor and 
Gamble or from Swift, who in 
a CBS television interview last 
month spoke of how conscious 
she is of the influence she has 
among her fans.

Boxer Mayweather gets 90 Jail 
days in Vegas case 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten American boxing 
champion Floyd May- 


weather has been sentenced 
to three months in jail 
Wednesday after pleading 


guilty to domestic violence 
and harassment charges. 

Las Vegas judge Melissa 
Saragosa also ordered May- 
weather to complete 100 
hours of community service 
and gave him a $2,500 fine. 

The plea means the 34- 
year-old boxer will not go to 
trial on charges he hit his ex¬ 
girlfriend and threatened two 
of their children during an ar¬ 
gument at her home 15 
months ago. 

Mayweather, who is in 
line for a possible fight with 
Filipino superstar Manny 
Pacquiao, is the current 
World Boxing Council wel¬ 
terweight champ and has a 
record of 42 wins and no 
losses.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
National Basketball Associa¬ 
tion season started with "The 
Decision" and ended with vin¬ 
dication. 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
were chasing history by pursu¬ 
ing another title and the Miami 


Heat were partying on South 
Beach even before the season 
started, but it was the Dallas 
Mavericks who came in and 
stole the show in 2010-11. 

Dirk Nowitzki and the Mav¬ 
ericks overcame years of play¬ 
off failures to capture their first 
ever NBA championship by 


upsetting the Heat in six 
games. 

The Heat had a constellation 
of stars surrounded by un¬ 
precedented hype but the Mav¬ 
ericks team of 30-somethings 
led by Germany's Nowitzki got 
their revenge in the NBA fi¬ 
nals. 

"He made us raise our game 
to another level. That's when 
you have a superstar," said 
Mavericks Jason Terry of the 
32-year-old Nowitzki. 

In 2006, the same teams met 
in the NBA finals with the Heat 
coming out on top. Nowitzki 
came under heavy criticism 
after the Mavericks blew a 2-0 
series lead and lost in six 
games. 

This time, Nowitzki had to 
convince his teammates things 
would be different. He did this 
by engineering one of the gut¬ 
siest performances in NBA fi¬ 
nals history.

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The Heat cruised to an eight 
point win in game one but Dal¬ 
las rallied to win game two by 
just two points as Nowitzki led 
the Mavericks to victory with 
a tom tendon in his left hand 

Dallas lost game three at 
home but rebounded to beat 
the Heat in game four with 
Nowitzki, still playing with a 
bandaged left hand, leading 
the way with 21 points despite 
fighting a 38 degree Celsius 
(101F) fever. 

Nowitzki scored 29 points 
in a game five victory, then 
combined with Terry to score 
48 points in the clincher as 
Dallas earned their first NBA 
championhip with a 105-95 
victory. 

Miami's season was a 
roller-coaster ride from the be¬ 
ginning. James' controversial 
one-hour special on American 
sports cable network ESPN, 
called "The Decision", mbbed 
a lot of people the wrong way, 
making the Heat one of the 


most scrutinized and reviled 
teams in history. 

The parade down South 
Beach had started and the Heat 
hadn't even won a game. 

After bringing in free 
agents James and Chris Bosh 
to play alongside Dwyane 
Wade and form a trio of super- 
stars, they started the season 
with just nine wins and eight 
losses. 

Many anointed them NBA 
champs before the season 
began and when the Heat later 
won 21 of 22 it looked like the 
mighty juggernaut was steam¬ 
ing right along. 

While they made the play¬ 
offs look easy they also caught 
a couple of breaks. Chicago 
Bulls Derrick Rose looked like 
anything but the league MVP 
in the semi-finals and Miami 
caught another break in the 
quarter-finals when Celtics 
Raj on Rondo dislocated his 
elbow in game three. 

Dallas also ended the sto¬ 


ried coaching career of Phil 
Jackson by sweeping the Los 
Angeles Lakers in four straight 
in the quarter-finals. 

The two-time defending 
champs had their core of play¬ 
ers like Kobe Bryant, Derek 
Fisher and Paul Gasol but the 
Lakers slipped out of top spot 
in the conference for the first 
time in four years. 

Bryant won the MVP of the 
all-star game but hardly any¬ 
one remembers. The most en¬ 
during moment of the contest 
was Clippers' rising star and 


league rookie of the year Blake 
Griffin leaping over a car to 
jam the ball home during the 
slam-dunk competition. 

Like the underdog Mavericks, 
the Oklahoma City Thunder 
exceeded expectations and 
now look poised to join the 
NBA's elite. 

In the end, Nowitzki was 
the one who exorcised his 
playoff demons, leaving James 
and the Heat out in the cold 
and wondering what went 
wrong with their dream sea¬ 
son.
